EXECUTIVE 


Exposing Harriman Methods. 

The interstate commerce commission 
continued at Chicago the investigation 
begun at New York into the Harriman 
railway combination. President B, P. 
Ripley of the Sante Fe railroad told 
how the Standard Oil interests, through 
whom Kuhn, Loeb & Co. had pur- 
chased $30,000,000 
of Santa Fe stock, 
had forced the elec- 
tion of H. C. Frick 
and H. H. Rogers 
as directors. Mr. 
Ripley said he was 
opposed to their 
election, but that 
Harriman had 
forced him into sub- 
mission. Considering the previous tes- 
timony showing that the Union Pacific 
had got $40,000,000 of Santa Fe stock, 
it became clear that the Harriman in- 
terests in that system would total $40,- 
000,000, or over one-fifth of the capital 
stock. 

The interesting feature of this testi- 
mony, however, was that it preved 
Harriman to be a friend of the Stand- 
ard Oil group. President Ripley said 
he did not know that the Union Pa- 
cific owned $10,000,000 of his road’s 
stock. On cross examination by Law- 
yer Milburi, Ripley said that neither 
Rogers nor Frick as directors had 
shown any desire to injure the Santa 
Fe in favor of the Union Pacific. He 
admitted that the Harriman holdings 
had tended to make the Santa Fe a less 
sharp competitor of the Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific. Previously it 
had been brought out how Harriman 
juggled with the Southern Pacific in 
1903 by selling to William Rockefeller 
800,000 shares of Southern Pacific un- 
der an agreement that Rockefeller 
should sell it back, to him May 1, 1904. 
Filipino Franchise Frills. 

The report of the Philippine commis- 
sion for the last fiscal yeur says that 
peace and order prevail except in Sa- 
mar and Leyte. Under a limited fran- 
chise the natives have elected gov- 
ernors in twenty-nine of the thirty- 
eight provinces. It appears that these 
eléctions, though orderly in form, were 
attended with much excitement, and 
many had to be protested and annul- 
led because of fraud, intimidation and 
bribery. - Governor*General Ide says 
that if there has beén error ijt has 
been in the granting of a larger meas» 
ure of self government than’ the na- 
tives were prepared for. A_ legisla- 
ture is. to be elected within a year. 


Report on Immigration. 

Conimissioner of Immigration Sar- 
gent reports that 1,100,735 immigrant 
aliens arrived in the United States in 
the last fiscal year and that 65,618 non- 
immigrant aliens entered at the vari- 
ous ports. This 
made an _ in- 
crease of 106,- 
598 over the- 
previous yer, 
notwithstanding 
that 12,432 were 
turned back by 
the inspectors.

The ac- 
commodations at Ellis Island have be- 
come entirely inadequate. Mr. Sar- 
gent says that many Japanese labor- 
ers are coming in on contract to work 
on the railroads in the northwest by 
first obtaining a residence in Hawaii 
and then coming under the protection 
of a coastwise voyage. 

Streghtening Pacific Squadron. 

Four warships now attached to the 
Atlantic squadron, including the bat- 
tleships Kentucky and Kearsarge, are 
to be sent to join the Pacific squadron. 

hese, with the commissioning of other 
wessels, will double the strength of the 
Pacific fleet. Thus is changed the policy 
of keeping all the larger warships on 
the Atlantic. 

Hitchcock Won’t Rescind Order. 

Secretary of the Interior Hitchcock 
has finally refused to rescind the order 
withdrawing Indian lands from entry 


for forest reserve puryi ses, as request- 
ed by.a committee of senators. The 
penators are exceedingly angry over 
this refusal, as they regard the order 
as amounting to a suspension of the 
federal statute. Secretary Hitchcock 
Bays that bis action has been sustain- 
ed by the department of justice and 
that it will stand unless modified by 
congress. 


Negro Troops Ordered East. 

Before the end of the present year it 
is expected that all of the negro troops 
will be serving in the Philippines, as 
an order by the secretary of war di- 
rects that the Twenty-fifth infantry 
and the Ninth and Tenth cavalry, 
which are the only three negro regi- 
ments now in this country, shall pro- 
ceed to the Philippines during 1907. 
This is pursuant to the recommenda- 
tion from General Wood. 


| LEGISLATIVE | 


Lodge Amendment Withdrawn. _ 

So few of the senators on either side 
of the senate were in sympathy with 
the Lodge resolution declaring the con- 
stitutionality of the president’s dis- 
missal of negro troops that Senator 
Lodge withdrew his measure. At the 
same time Senator Foraker altered his 
resolution so as not to give the com- 
mittee power to take up. the question 
of legality. Lodge, who got the floor 
first, urged that the questions of fact 
and of law should be kept separate. 
He insisted that the articles of war 
definitely recognized the. president’s 
power to dismiss soldiers. There could 
be no doubt that this power was in- 
herent in the office of commander in 
chief. 

Foraker said that the president’s 
powers were partly constitutional and 
partly statutory. Congress had. pro- 
vided for the enlisted man’s obliga- 
tions and rights. The crime of a “‘con- 
spiracy of silence” referred to by the 
president, Foraker sald, was not to be 
found in the statutes. Amid smiles he 
read the reply of the judge advocate 
general telling the president that there 
were no precedents for the recent ne- 
gro dismissals without honor. ‘ 

Senator Daniel of Virginia took..the 
president’s side in general and defend- 
ed the right of dismissal, but thought 
Roosevelt had gone too far and that 
the men ought not to be debarred from 
re-enlistment. 


Labor of Trainmen Limited. 

The senate passed the bill providing 
that railway employees engaged in the 
handling of trains shall not work more 
than sixteen consecutive hours, fol- 
lowed by ten hours off duty. This was 
the measure proposed by Senator La 
Follette of Wisconsin. The enforce- 
ment of the law Is placed in the hands 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion and the federal courts, the penal- 
ty being a fine of not less than $100 
or more than $1,000. It applies to in- 
terstate railways only.

Bailey Inquiry Demanded. 

Twenty-eight members of the Texas 
house of representatives have Joined in 
introducing a resolution calling for a 
rigid investigation of the conduct’ of 
United States Senator Bailey, charg- 
ing that he had accepted money and 
favors from an official of the oil trust 
in consideration for his political and 
official influence in securing the read- 
mission of the Waters-Pierce Oil com- 
pany to do business in Texas after the 
forfeiture of its charter had been ap- 
proved by the supreme court of the 
United States. :

Political Speakers Examined. 

A novel plan for promoting the in- 
terests of the Socialist party has just 
been inaugurated by the Kings county 
(N. Y.) local. It is a regular course of 
study. and. examination which every 
prospective stump speaker must pass 
before taking part in the next cam- 
paign. The examination will be in 
writing and will alm to test the candi- 
date’s knowledge of the principles of 
Socialism. This is expected to insure 
a uniform treatment of all subjects and 
a uniform statement of the party’s op- 
position on current questions, 


McClellan Obstructs Recount. 
Notwithstanding that New York Dem- 
ocratie Attorney General Jackson 
through a court order had obtained pos- 
session of the boxes containing the bal- 
lots cast In the mayoralty election of 
1905, Mayor McClellan of New York 
again obstructed action by securing a 
stay of action from another judge. At 
the same time a bill providing for a 
recount of the votes was introduced in 
the legislature. 


William Alden Smith to Senate. 

The Republican Ge of the 
Michigan legislature nominated Wil- 
lia Alden Smith of Grand Rapids, 
editor of the Grand Rapids Press, to 
gucceed United States Senator Rus- 
sell A. Alger. The nomination Is 
equivalent to an election. 


Indiana Corporation Attack. 

With the convening of the Indiana 
legislature, the Republican majority 
has started a flood of bills directed 
against the trusts and corporations. 
One makes it a misdemeanor to belong 


’ 


to any trust or for railroads to carry 
the products of trusts. Another gives 
the state railroad commission the pow- 
er to fix freight rates-and a third de- 
mands a two cent a mile fare on all 
railroads. 


Chairman Cortelyou Out. 

Postmaster General Cortelyou has 
formally resigned as chairman of the 
Republican national committee and 
announced that Harry 8S. New of In- 
diana would become acting chairman 
until the committee meets, The nom!- 
nation of Cortelyou to be secretary of 
the treasury was temporarily held up 
by the senate, but its confirmation was 
confidently. expected. 


Inaugurated In a Church. 

The Rev. Dr. Henry A. Buchtel, 
chancellor of Denver university, was 
inaugurated as governor of Colorado 
last week, and for the first time in the 
history of the state the ceremony took 
place in a church, Trinity Methodist 
Episcopal church, which he aided 
largely in building while he was its 
pastor, was chosen by him. The gov- 
ernor concluded his address with pray- 
er, in which many of the audience 
joined. 

Bryan Denies an Interview. 

The widely published statement that 
W. J. Bryan had said to a reporter 
that the presidential nomination was 
something that no American citizen 
should decline is declared to be false 
by Mr. Bryan in his paper, the Com- 
moner. All he did say was that he 
was not ready to make an announce- 
ment on the nomination. Whether a 
nomination. should be declined or ac- 
cepted would depend on the conditions, 
the platform, etc. He thinks that the 
platform ought to fit the issues and 
that the candidate ought to fit the 
platform. 


LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


Colorado Tax Invalid. 

Colorado’s annual tax of 4 cents a 
thousand dollars of the capital stock 
‘of foreign corporations doing business 
in that state was held invalid by the 
United States supreme court, the 
court being divided 5 to 4. The test 
case was brought by. the smelting 
trust. 

Decision For Three Cent Fares. 

The street railway monopoly of 
Cleveland, O.. was virtually put out 
of business by the decision of the 
United States supreme court that the 
Cleveland Electric company does not 
hold perpetual franchises. Although 
the franchise of the Forest City cor- 
poration, or municipal line, {s also ren- 
dered invalid, its rival is to have no 
rights except those that may be grant- 
ed, and it goes without saying that the 
municipality headed by Mayor John- 
son will grant the necessary franchises 
exclusively to the city owned corpora- 
tion unless the opposition company ac- 
cepts his ultimatum of a three cent 
fare. 

Stock Transfer Law Upheld. 

The New York stock transfer tax 
law was held valid by the United 
States supreme court on a test case 
brought by Robert J. Hatch, a New 
York broker. 


New York Anarchists Arrested. 
Another meeting of New York an- 
archists was broken up by the police, 
and the anarchist leader, Emma Gold- 
man, who was making a speech, tell- 
ing why government should be over- 
thrown by force, was again arrested, 
although she was already awaiting 
trial on a previous charge. Along with 
her the police took into custody Alex

©. Frick fourteen years ago and with 
whom Miss Goldman is living, al- 
though« neither of .them recognize the 
formality of the marriage relation. 
The chairman of the meeting, John R.

ested. All were released on bail. 


Bank Bomb Thrower Known. i 
The man who threw the bomb in the 
offices of the Fourth Street National 
bank of Philadelphia, thus killing him- 
self, Cashier McLean and a colored at- 
tendant, and injuring fifteen other per- 
sons, was subsequently proved to have 
been Rollo Steele, who lived for years 
at Garner, la., and subsequently in 
Chicago,. where a wife and child sur- 
vive him. It is the opinion of the de 
tectives that Steele’s purpose was to 
secure money as he threw the bomb, 
after the officers of the bank had re- 
fused to make him an unsecured loan 
of $5,000. The-bank_ building. was much 


damaged by the force of the explosion. | 


Flower Fights Extradition. 

Dr. R. C. Flower, the mining stock 
fugitive from justice, who was arrest- 
ed at Philadelphia after a chase lasting 
two years and reaching over South and 
Central America, has announced his in- 
tention of opposing extradition to New 
York, where he skipped $20,000 bail In 
1904. When arrested Flower was pos- 
ing as Professor Oxford and promoting 
a new process for making drtificial 
diamonds and rubies. 

Held For Railroad Disaster. 

The coroner’s jury at Washington 
has held eight railroad officials and 
trainmen responsible for the wreck on 
the Baltimore and Ohio at Terra Cotta 
which resulted in the death of forty- 
three persons. The.chief criminal re- 
sponsibility is placed upon William 
Outrow, the telegraph operator at the 
entrance to the fatal block. 

Iron Mountain- Wabash Assailed. 

In the Missourl supreme ’court> At- 
torney General Hadley began suits to 
annul the merger of the Wabash, Mis- 
souri Pacific and Iron Mountain com- 


panies and the Pacific Express com- | 
pany and to revoke the charter of the |

The Problem of ‘Andover Youth’’. 

In several recent papers there have 
appeared—suggestions—and. information 
regarding a possible new Y. M. ©, A. 
building for Andover. We are not 
going to discuss the Y.. M. C. A. move- 
/ment, nor its possible place in Andover 
life, at this time, but we cannot refrain 
from again uttering our oft-repeated 
admonition against a further division of 
forces in the necessary work of making 
Andover the best place in the world 
for people to live in. 

One of the finest men Andover ever 
claimed as a citizen, and a native of 
that land that has blessed Andover 
with so many fine citizens, made a re- 
mark at a meeting where the writer 
was in attendance, that promises to 
ever cling to memory. <A_ discussion 
was under way involving the doing of 
certain church work, and it had been 
suggested that many different commit- 
tees be appointed for the purpose. 
Our good friend spoke briefly and to 
the point when he said, “I dinna be- 
lieve in the multiplicity of committees, 
many planners, few workers”. There 
are not lacking indications that we are 
rapidly becoming a town.of many “ or- 
ganizations for work” in which the 
workers. are none too numerous, and 


from which results are not very satis- 
factory. : 

The town is not a very large place ; 
it has no more youth than it contained 
twenty years ago, yet the number of 
different catering organizations has in- 
creased twenty fold. The changed 


conditions of home life’ and modern 
living on all sides are responsible for 
many of these movements, but the de- 
sire. of one or another little clique or 
faction to hold exclusive control of 
some particular form of fun or enter- 
tainment is also a contributing factor. 
Few of these different organizations 
are strong, and none are making for the 
town all that is needed in any particular 
line. The problem for a comparatively 
few boys would be solved, by a Y. M. 
C. A. building, just as the problem for 
a few girls would be solved by a similar 
building for a Y. W. C. A., but the 
great problem of saucy kids on the 
street, boys and girls, wrong direction 
of early minds, general conduct of all 
kinds and conditions would be almost 
as far from settlement as ever. We 
may well go slowly in any more partial 
steps to solve the problem of youth ;

The agreement was signed at a meeting 

held on Thursday evening, January 10. 
THIS AGREEMENT 

Made this tenth day of January, 1907, 
by and between the Inhabitants of An- 
dover, Mass., hereinafter referred to as 
the Town acting by its Board of Public 
Works hereto authorized and instructed 
by a yote of said Inhabitants passed at a 
legal méeting held on the seventh day of 
January, 1907, and the City of Lawrence, 
Mass., acting herein by John P. Kane, 
its Mayor, by virtue of a resolution of 
its Board of Aldermen passed January 
9th, 1907. 

WITNESSETH: 

That the Town of Andover hereby 
grants to the City of Lawrence permis- 
sion to connect its public water supply 
system with the water supply system of 
said Town of Andover at a point on 
Union Street in said Town by means of 
a six inch pipe as is now being done and 
is substantially completed at the time of 
signing of this agreement. 

When said connection has been made 
and. furnished with a proper meter, 
check valve, stop valve and appliances, 
all to be within the actual territory or 
limits of said town, to be made, set and 
connected in all respects to the satisfac- 
tion of John E Smith, superintendent of 
Public Works of said Town of Andover, 
and approved by him in writing, the 
said Town of Andover will open said 
valves and deliver to the connecting pipe 
of said City of Lawrence a quantity of 
water not exceeding one half million 
gallons per day if said.City shall require 
the same until April thirtieth, 1907. 

But this undertaking on part of said 
Town shall be subject to the discretion 
of its said Board of Public Works, which 
may at any and all times and without 
any prior notice in the exercise of its 
discretion cut off said supply and, break 
said connection or may diminish the 
quantity of water so to be furnished as 
it may deem best for the interest of saic 
Town. 

And the said City of Lawrence ia con- 
sideration hereof hereby agrees to pay to 
thé Town of Andover, for all water so 
delivered one hundred six dollars and 
twenty cents for the first million 
gallons, and at the rate of seven cents 
per thousand gallons for all in excess of 
said million gallons, all as shown by said 
meter, payment to be made on or before 
the fifteenth day of each calendar month 
for all water so delivered in the preced- 
ing month. : 

And said City of Lawrence further 
agrees to pay all expense incurred or ac- 
cruing in respect of the matters of this 
agreement, including laying pipes, fur- 
nishing and setting meters, valves, mak- 
ing connections, and all other work and 
expense whatsoever leading to this con- 
nection and to the discontinuance of the 
same. 

And said City further agrees that it 
will hold and save harmless and indem- 
nified the said Town from all suits and 
claims in any way growing. out of mak- 
ing and maintaining said connection and 
will reimburse said ‘Town for any and all 
expense, if any, which it may incur by 
damage to its own pipes, machinery and 
fixtures arising from the greatly in- 
creased burden put upon them by reason 
of this undertaking. 

And said Town shall have absolute 
control of all said connection, valves, 
meter, and other appliances, and the 
agents and servants of said City shall 
not have any right whatsoever to operate 
or meddle with the same.

Whatever 
may be the situation elsewhere, the 
legislature appears to have settled down 
with perfect harmony.

In Memoriam 


When I was asked to send to the 
Townsman what I knew about Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Horace Holt,. our first officer 
of the first Andover Volunteer Infantry, 
in the Civil War, because the news of 
his death in the far West had come, I 
was puzzled to know just what I ever 
knew about: him. When our Andover 


Company left for Fort Warren, June 24, 
1861, I had helped the girls at Concord, 
N. H., send off the young men of the 2nd 
N. H. Regiment, as I taught. school 
there that summer, and went up before 
our company began to drill here’ I only 
heard in letters about how handsome 
Horace Holt was, and how the men loved 
hius. .I missed the exciting events of 
that day when our boys marched to the 
Town hall to collect their bounty money, 
to enjoy the collation, and escorted by 
the “Elisworth Guards” of the Academy 
and the “Havelock Grays” of the Semi- 
nary, took the train for Fort Warren 
with the parting blessings and tears of all 
Andover. I did not see Horace Holt till 
the reception at the close of the war, 
when we welcomed the remnant of our 
veterans to the acts of peace. He was 
still a man of fine ard commanding 
-presence with a long beard. I know the 
inheritance of character from tbe ances- 
tors by heart — Nicholas Holt and Eliza-

A New Orleans paper which kept a 
record of the lynvhings of 1906 In the 
United States gives the total as seven- 
ty-three, of which three dealt with 
whites and one with a negro woman.

1903 the number was 104, 96 In 1902 
and 135 In 1901. The crimes charged 
against the victims of mobs included 


such offenses as carrying a revolver, 


petty stealing, miscegenation and va- 
rious degrees of criminal assault. In 
the cases of two white men lynchings 
followed the delay of justice through 
legal technicalities,

EDUCATIONAL 


Lessons In Sex Physiology. 

Referring to the recent movement 
started by the Society of Sanitary and 
Moral American Prophylaxis, the New 
York School Journal now declares that 
the necessity of recognizing sex in the 
practical teaching of pupils in the pub- 
lic schools is before’us in a greater 
force than ever before. Dr. Mary Put- 
nam, who had investigated the schools 
of twenty cities, found no attention 
given to sex instruction except in three 
girls’ high schools, where women _phy- 
sicians gave brief talks on topics relat- 
ing to childbirth. The result was that 
shame, mystery and actual evil were 
“associated with sex in the minds of 
children, especially those over ten 
years old.” She opposes the doctrine of 
leaving the matter alone on the ground 
that disease will punish the guilty, as 
many innocent ones are Infected for 
one guilty one. Dean Balliet of the 
New York School of Pedagogy says the 
subject has passed the stage of inquiry 
as to whether these subjects shall be 
taught, for the present question is how 
the subject is to be presented. John R. 
Elliott of the New York ethical culture 
schools opposes the plan of having a 
physician brought in, to teach sex 
knowledge, as it increases the wrong 
notion that the subject is unusual, and 
he makes the practical suggestion of 
using the boy and girl leaders to in- 
fluence their mates in the right direc- 
tion. 


For a Negro University. 

The American Baptist Home Mission 
society has undertaken the work of 
building a great university for the ed- 
ucation of negroes at Nashville, Tenn., 
to take the place of that of Williams 
university, which was destroyed by 
fire. Property for this purpose has 
been deeded to a board of trustees, 
which is to be controlled by negroes. 


Rockefeller to Help Teachers.

CAPT. SARGENT ELECTED 
MAJOR WEDNESDAY EVENING 


Capt. Charles F. Sargent of battery 
Cc, was Wednesday night elected Major 
of the 1st battalion of field artillery, M 
Vv. M., to succeed. Brig.-Gen, Law- 
rence N, Duchesney, retired. 

The line officers of the battalion met 
at the South armory, Boston, to fill the 
vacancy, Brig.-Gen. William H. Brig- 
ham, inspector-general, presiding. 


Lieut.-Col. Samuel D. Parker of the 
Governor’s’ staff and formerly com- 
mander of batetry A, was Capt. sare 


gent’s only competitor, the vote being 
6 to 5 in favor of Capt. Sargent. 


Major Charles F. Sargent, who 


now commands the First Battalion of | 


Field Artillery. has a most creditable 
military record, and one equalled by 
few in the military circles of the com- 
monwealth. He joined the’ Battery 
When the company was known as 
Company M, Highth Infantry, April 15, 
1881; and was appointed corporal on 
March 15, 1882; again he was promot- 


ed to sergeant, May 12,1883 , when the 
company was transferred to Battery 
Cc; May 10, 1886. he was appointed 


first sergeant; April 16, 1887, he was 
elected second lieutenant; May 24, 
1893, he was elected first lieutenant, 
and October 29, 1900, upon the retire- 
ment of Major William. L. Stedman, 
he was elected cammander of the Bat- 
tery, which ‘position he has now held 
for six years. 

During the time’he has commanded 
the Batterw it has held its place as 
one of the best commands. The Bat- 
tery under his command attended the 
Pan-American exposition at Buffalo in 
1902 and the World’s Fair at St. Louis 
in 1903, both without cost to the mem- 
bers. The Battery’s grand ball in 1902 
Was perhaps the best military ball held 


in the city since the opening of ihe 
state armory, 

In civil life he has been most suc- 
cessful, having served his city, as a 
member of the common council for 
two years, being rresident of the coun- 
cil in 189, he represented his district 
in the house of representatives in 1395 
and 1896, and the Fifth Essex District 
as Senator in 1892, Serving on the 
military committe for three years, 
chairman of the committee on prisons 
in 1892 and a member of the commit- 
tee on taxation and the committee of

Rev: Charles C. Earle drew an in- 
teresting and instructive lesson from 


.the-recent action of the town of And- 


over coming to the relief of Lawrenze 
with a water. supply; in his sermon on 
Sunday morning at the Second Bap- 
tist church. A large congregation was 
present. Mr. Barle selected his text 
from Matt, 10:42, “And whosoever 
shall give to drink ‘unto one of these 
ijttle ones a cup of cold water only in 
the name of a disciple, verily I say 
unto you, he shall inno wise lose ‘his 
reward.” 


The preacher spoke as follows: 


Our city has been saved from fur- 
ther anxiety about water by the hearty 


.and generous response of our neigh- 


boring town Andover which, by an 
overwhelming vote has decided to 
supply our needs from its great natur- 
al reservoir. If a single cup of water 
vressed to the thirsty lips of a little 
child js to receive recognition and re- 
ward. what shall be the compensation 
to. our sister community which ~sup- 
plies half a million gallons of cool, 
refreshing water every day until the 
first of May if. necessary. BHighty 
thousand men, women and children 
have cause for profound gratitude, and 
every day until the violets bloom 
again we shall listen with feelings of 
appreciation to the music of the sil- 
very stream of speaking crystal water 
flowing in home, offiee and workshop. 
And whenever you lift your glass fill- 
ed with life-giving water drink to the 
health of Andover, Andover, over, and 
over drink to the health of Andover, 
may she ever live in clover, and if 
ever in need, on this we're agreed. 
Lawrence comes over to Andover. 


A beautiful feature of this abundant 
supply of water is the kindly regard, 
and sympathv manifested in the deed. 
Such fraternal generosity should not 
pass unnoticed. There should be a 
memorial of the event and what could 
be«more appropriate than a loving cup 
given by Lawrence to Andover to per- 
manently express our appreciation of 
80,000 cups filled every day to quench 
the thirsty lips of the faithful toilers 
ef our industrial city. What an_ un- 
speakable gift is a loving.cup. Do you 
know its history? The _ thonghtful 
mind inquires concerning the origin of 
this significant ornament. The best 
account of ,its creation comes from 
Lord Lyons, a British admiral and 
diplomatist. According to his narra- 
tive King Henry of Navarre (wro 
was also Henry IV of France), whi @ 
hunting became separated from his 


companions, and feeling thirsty 
called at a wayside inn for 
a cup of wine. The serving 
maid on handing it to him as 


he sat on horseback,. neglected’ tv 
present the handle. Some wine was 
spilled over, and his majesty’s white 
gauntlets were soiled. While riding 
home he bethought him that a two- 
handled cup would prevent a reccur- 
rence of this, so his majesty had a 
two-handled cup made at the royal 
potteries, and sent it to the inn, 


On his next visit he called again for 
wine when, to his astonishment the 
maid (having received instructions 
from her mistress to be very careful 
ef the king’s cup) presented it to him. 
holding it herself ‘by each of the 
handles. At once a happy idea struck 
the king of a cup with three handles, 
which he had made, quaintly remarking 
“Surely out of three handles I shall be 
able to get one.” Hence the loving 
cup. v 

The cup has been a symbol in all 
ages in social and religious life. The 
Psaimist speaks of taking the cup of 
galvation and calling on the name of 
the Lord. This is taken from a com- 
mon practice among the Jews in their 
thank offerings in which a feast was 
made, and the master of the feast took 
a cup’ of wine and solemnly blessed 
3od for it. and for acknowledged mer- 
cies and then gave it to all the guests 
to drink thereof. To this custom it is 
supposed our Lord alludes in the in- 
stitution of the supper or communion, 
the cup of which is caJled the cup of 
blessing. 

It has.long been the custom in the 
East for the people to anoint their 
visitors with some very, fragrant per- 
fume and give them a cup of choice 
wine, which thev are careful to fill till 
it runs over. This implies that while 
they remain there they should have an 
abundance of everything. ‘‘Thou an- 
ointest my head with oil, my cup 
runneth over.” 

In the home of Admiral Deewy in 
Washington is the only ornament of 
one of the rooms, the gold loving cup 
presented by New.-York city to the 
hero of Manila. It is Roman in form 
and made entirely of. 18 carat gold. 
The three handles are three dolphins 
beautifully wrought! green gold. 
Around the neck of the cup as in the 
firmament cluster. 45 stars—the sister- 
hood. of states—extending a greeting to 
the hero. A finely wrought. portrait in 
relief of Admiral Dewey surrounded by

whole resting upon an eagle with out- 
Stretched wings, adorns the front 
panel. The cup stands 13 inches high, 
and will rank as the richest gold loving 
cup ever made in this country. 

But surpassing this and all other 

<ups of ancient or modern times, in 
silver or gold, plain or bejeweled, is 
the cup of cold water which Andover 
now gives to our city, the cup which 
Christ has glorified in scripture, which 
quenches thirst and preserves human 
life. When the parched tongue cries 
for water all earthly treasures palo 
and wane in value. 
_An Asiatic traveller tells us that one 
Gay as he was crossing a desert he and 
his party found the bodies of two men 
upon the sand beside the carcass of 2 
camel. Nearby was a small bag of 
dried dates, two leathern bottles emp- 
ty. The camel had been cut open in 
search for water which it is known to 
carry. The swollen lips and blackened 
tengues of the women made it evi- 
dent they had died enduring the most 
agonizing pains of thirst. Both men 
had in their belts many precious jew- 
els, They were on their way «to the 
markets of Persia to sell these gems 
when thirst slew them, They’ would 
have given all their store for a can- 
teen full of water. 

The cup of water of which our S:- 
\iour speaks has a typical as well as 
n literal meaning and represents any 
deed of kindness done to relieve human 
reed. It was such a loving cup that 
the Princess Eugerie sister to the 
King of Sweden, gave when she sold 


her diamonds to raise funds to com- 
plete a hospital in which she was in- 
terested. When visiting this hospital 
efter its completion, a suffering in- 
mate wept tears of gratitude as she 
jyoked into the’ face of the Princes 
who seeing the tears exclaimed: “Ah, 
now I see my' diamunds again.” It was 
such acup of coid water given to 
Robert Moffat, missionary in South 
Africa, Night wus descending. His 
party was thirsty, hungry and tired 
A village was near where they desired 
to remain over night from fear of 
prowling wild beasts. But the people 
roughly forbade ihem to enter, They 


asked for water and food, but were! 


refused, After ‘he darkness had fal- 
len a wcman ap»nroached bringing 
food and water. The second time she 
came with more provisions, She made 
a fire and prepared a meal. When ask- 
ed to explain she said: “I love Christ 
whose servants ‘ye are, and I give you 
a cup of water in his name.” They 
weked how she knew of Christ. She 
drew a Dutch testament from her bo- 
som and said: 
whence I drink.” 
It was the afternoon of a sultry day 
in summer, All day long the battle had 
raged fiercely around the little town of 
Zutphen; and now men at arms wan- 
dered over the field of battle to look 
for the wounded among the dead. In 
the corner of the field where the heacs 
of the slain showed that-the brunt of 
battle had fallen most heavily, they 
found a young and aoble officer whom 
they well. knew, iying in a weak and 
helpless state, and apparently dying.

dier removed the helmet of the 
wounded knight and raised him in his 
arms; another fetched a bottle of wa- 
‘er and gave it to him to drink, While 
he was in the act of raising it to his 
lips a poor soldier in a still more mi3- 
erable condition was carried past 
him, The groans of the dying man 
touched his generous heart and saying, 
‘This man’s necessity is greater than 
inine,” he held out to him the untast- 
ed water. 
“Have you had a kindness shown, 
Pass it on 
‘Twas not given for you alone, 
Pass it on. 
Let it travel down the years, 
Let it wipe another’s tears 
Till in heaven the deed appears, 
Pass it on.” 


DENNIS E. CALLAHAN 
ON “EDUCATION.” 


SPEAKS 


Dennis E. Callahan, 
ed principal of the John K. Tarbox 
school read an ‘ateresting paper on 
“Education,” at the monthly meeting 
of the Masters’ clyvh held Tuesday 
evening at the High school. 

President Laurence J. O’Leary pre- 
sided and 16 members were present. 

Mr. Callahan spoke be ‘part as fol- 
lows: 

Man, Christian phifosophers : say, is 
a ratiornol animal composed of body 
end soul. To separate him from crea- 
tures lower In the category of animal-' 
itv education is necessary, His moral 
end intellectual faculties require assid. 
ivus cultivation. 

This involves discipline and informa- 
tion—the revelation of usable know: 
ledge. Discipline plus information 
eyuals culture, seem exact educationi 
€quations. 

Because power precedes acquisition 
the training of the mind is the one 
great end of education, If the classi- 
eal languages prove suitable means to 
that end, their educational value 
ought to be clear. 

That the classical studies—Latin and 
Greek—afford this training, 1s shown 
rorcibly by the pronounced reaction at 
the present time against the realistic 
tendency. of education. Charles A, 
lana, in a lecture at Union college, 
said: “Give the young man a first- 
ciass course of general education and 
‘{ I could have my way every young 
inan who is going to be a newspaper 
man, should learn Greek and Latin af- 
ter the good old fashion. I would ra- 
ther take qa young fellow who knows 
the Ajax of Sophocles, and who has 
1ead Tacitus, and who can scan every 
ode of Horace—I would take him to 
ieport a prize fight, or a_ spelling 
match, for instance, than to take one 
who has never had these advantages.” 

Aside from this plain statement of 
fact, the classica: studies certainly 
contribute to a_ strong disciplinary 
culture by their endowment upon the 
intellectual and moral faculties. 

The linguistic value of the classics i3 
appreciated if we realize that two- 
thirds of the words of the English vo- 
cabulary are derived from Latin. How 
can we know them better than by g»)- 
source, derivation? 
f£econdly the translations. from the 
Latin and Greek into our language 
into good English sentences, implies a 
ccllateral training in English grammar 
style and vocabulary. 


If the classics possess a logical value | 


a linguistic value and an_ historicai 
value, they likewise have been found 
tu. have a salutary influence upon the 
formation of charscter. The prose au- 
thors and especially the poetic authors 
ebound with purest und loftiest senti- 
ments; all that is mean and base ani 
selfish is held up to scorn. The Spartan 
mother invests her son with his shield 
end bids him return with it or upon it. 

Cincinnatus does not besiege the door 
of a convention, eager and anxious for

countrymen to leave his plough stand- 
ing in the furrow. that he may take 
command of the armies of the republic 
‘and save them from the hands of the 
enemies. Curtius leaps full armed into 
the gulf, Self devoted, that Rome: and 
its* people may escape destruction. 
Mutius burns off his own right hand 
in the presence of the haughty foe to 
prove that the spirit of the people is 
indomitable. Aeneas bears Anchises 
upon his shoulders through the flames 
of Troy, an exemplar of filial duty. 

By it all these considerations say 
the advocate of mathematics, physical 
sciences, and modern languages are 
overruled because Latin and Greek 
contribute only drill and discipline— 
because they cultivate no usable ac- 
complishment — because educational 
values should be measured by interest 
and utility. 

‘Such’an obiection is offerea by those 
whose mission it is to seek the goose 
that lays the golden eggs, who woulda 
rere the white man’s burden by fill- 
ing his pockets with the coin. of the 
reaim rather than his brain with Attic 
thonght—his backbone with Spartan 
bravery—his tongue the messenger of 
thought, with Ciceronian diction. In 
the background of their concept of ed- 
ucational principles with the Curse of 
Mammon—the Almighty Dollar. 

Their perpetual interrogation is: 
What good is it? Will it feed or 
clothe me?—Like Falstaff’s catechism 
of Honor—“What is honor Can hon- 
or set a leg? Or an arm? No, Then 
I'll have none of it.” We may ‘lead 
and others follow in material prosper- 
ity—we may develop a system of ed- 
neation—training giant financiers, we 
may dig into the bowels of the earth 
and send millions of souls beneath the 
surface of a Boston, we may swing a 
- Brooklyn bridge in mid air and thou- 
sands pass beneath, but unless Ameri- 
can manhood is a manhood of con- 
Science as well as intellect, a man- 
hood disciplined as well as informed, 
then this nation, like others far more’ 
illustrious. must suffer decadence .The 
great trouble with many critics of Lat- 
in and Greek is that they are too busy 
seeking the useful, to think of the 
mind training side. 

Mathematics are valuable in their 
way, but they. sre one-sided, emphasi- 
zing one thing at the expense of oth- 
ers—in a word not broad enough to do 
the work of the classics. 

Another contributing cause to a dis- 
like for the classics is the introduction 
of new books and new methods, These 
new ideas are frequently suggested by 
those who never sat behind a desk be. 
fore a group of students’ secondary 
classical class, They are merely mon- 
uments to the accurate aim of diligent 


agents as well as creditable to the 
commercialistic instinct of vigilant 
pubblishers, Witnese the books in use 


today in the average High schaol—first 
one tense of the verb—then the first 
declension, followed by a few adjectives 
after that the insertion of another 
tense, with now and then a sprinkling 
of syntax. 

Again as to methods—I believe the 
teacher who consumes hours and hourg 
in teaching a child how to. divide a 
Latin word into syllables, mark. vow- 
els and memorize formal rules to de- 
velop such capabilities is a voice out 
of the depths of the dead past. 1 be- 
lieve him a fit companion for the one 
who would teach a child how to epell 
by asking him first to memorize letters.

Here is 
where the damage is done in the crit- 
ical first year work. 


Another cause for inferior work is8 
the attempt to preserve too rigidly pre- 
scribed homogeneity in methods where 
there are several teachers of classics 
in the school. A teacher, if tied to a 
too strict routine, can hardly develop 
a superior enthusiasm. He ought to 
feel fit for a metamorphosis into an 
automaton, To my mind, the teacher 
of classics ought not to find his pro- 


totype in the heroes of the Light Bri-° 


gade—“There’s not to ask and reason 


why; there's but to do and die’— 
rather in the Autocrat at the Break- 
fast Table exclaiming: “I claim the 


right to know whom and what I serve 
—else is my eervice idle.” 

Bad books bad methods, a too rigidly 
prescribed routine are not the least in- 
jurious influences upon an increasing 
respect for classical training. 

Because they provide a logical train- 


ing, because they minister to 
Listorical research, because’ they 
supply a literary and esthetic 
momentum, bevause they create 


a moral and ethical spirit, because they 
ure conducive to a scholariy interpre- 
tation of the Englich'language, because 
the testimony and evidence of accred- 
ited authorities corroborate’ their 
worth with the clagsical studies, unlike 
Marley, are not yet dead. , Dead it 
inay be ih use—hardly-in value, Many 
a time and oft Has the Delphic oracle 
ui modern pedagogy issued its horos- 
cope of disaster mixed with the plaint- 
ive discontent of utilitarians and the 
ecarching criticism of scientists. But 
they have merely scorched the snake, 
rot killed it. Like Banquo’s ghost, 
the classics will not down, Out of the 
eghes of only an apparent decadence, 
Las sprung the olive branch of a new 
revival. Their intellectual value beyond 
comparison, calls fer their retention, 
which is no longer a question of ex- 
istence—rather of position. In the 
ideal curriculum of liberal culture they 
stand side by side with the sciences, 
mathematics, history and the modern 
languages. Unitable—still separable, 
@istinct like the billows, but one like 
the sea. The sciences giving observa- 
ticn and analysis, the taking apart and 


putting together, history, comprehen- 
sion—the classics, accuracy, discriml- 
uation, logic, imagination, moral ele- 
vation, a blending of all, highly orna- 
menting the gentleman and the scholar 
seeking intellectua' vigor at the Cas- 
tellan font. 


TURTLES LIKE TOMATOES, 


From Country Life in America. 


During the past season I have 
somewhat  distiilusioned as to the 
feeding habits of the box turtle. With 
the advent of the tomato season it was 
noticed every morning that four or 
five of the largesc and ripest tomatoes 
were partly or totally devoured. 

The peculiarly shaped bites were 2 
}uzzle. It could not be the work of 
the neighbor’s chickens or ducks, No 
familiar insects could cause such in- 
juries. 

At last a large specimen of box tur- 
tle. was caught in the act of, devour- 
ing a tomato. The most surprising 
fact in this connection is the height 
to which these clumsy creatures can 
1each.. Tomatoes are not safe from 
them .unless they hang six to eight 
inches above the ground. 

The appetite of the box turtle never 
fails. A small turtle wMfll easily con- 
sume a tomato, twice his own size. 

Any pears or apples which may be 
blown from the trees are also greed- 
‘ly devoured by them Two neighbors 
had the same experience as myself 
and I therefore suspect that this habit 
of box turtles may prove to be quite 
general,

John Underwood's Essay 
On Electing a Selectman 


I see we have before us again the duty 
of choosing a selectman. it is of the 
utmost importance to take the right man. 
How shal! we find him? One by one the 
candidates may be expected to come be- 
fore us in the next few weeks. Our 
work is to pick out the right man. 

Some people may want us to put their 
friend in simply because he is their 
friend and wants the job. Some people 
may canvass for a man because he be- 
longs to their lodge or their church or 
their section of the town and is likely to 
favor them. Men may be proclaimed as 
well qualified because of their business 
capacity. But a business head is not all 
we want. Good folks may praise their 
candidate because he isagood man. But 
goodness is not enough. 

What we want to find in our new 


selectman is not the jolly good fellow |. 


only, or the man who will look after the 
interests of our business or district only, 
or the capable, shrewd business man 
only, or the square, honest man only. 
What we do want is goodness added to 
wisdom, it is efficiency. I want to know 
how the candidate has lived his own life 
before I put him in control of the town 
life. I want a man who has shown that 
he is courageous enough to brave unpop- 
ularity in the performance of his duty, 
who has been a good citizen and will 
respect and enforce the law. I shall 
want to know what kind of ‘judgment, 
foresight and wisdom he has shown in 
the management of his own business be- 


fore I put him in charge of thebusiness |. 


of the town. 
We want a strong character and a 
wise man. Let us have him. 


I remember James J. Brown’s old drug- 
store, little und low, near Mt. Gleason’s 
coal office. Then came Mr. Parker’s 
more commodious shop. ° How grand Mr. 
Bliss’s store looked, when the bank 
building arose to house it. But Mr. 
Allen’s outshone that. And now appears 
Mr. Lowe’s attractive establishment. 
Handsome is that handsome does, — es- 
pecially in drugstores. The ugliest may 
give you the purest drugs, and I hold no 
brief for any. I am only thinking that 
the procession of Andover drugstores is 
just one, little but comprehensible, index 
of the whole country’s progress in both 
wealth and taste. 


The recent little business dispute in 
one of our mills held the attention of an 
interested Andover. It was not a differ- 
ence as to hours of work. Nor was it a 
difference as to wages. It was a differ- 
ence as to how quickly or how intensely 
certain workmen are to exert themselves 
during the working-day. Everybody 
agrees that nobody can work long up to 
his top speed and keep his. health. In 
this case the dispute was as to what is 
the fair and reasonable rate of speed, 
The employers held one view, the work- 
men another. It is pleasant to know 
that they came to a mutually satisfactory 
agreement. 


One of the bills introduced into our 
legislature last week reminds me of an 
Andover tragedy less than ten years 
old. ; 

A young married couple moved from 
one part of the town to another part, 
about a mile distant. Just previous to 
their entering their new home, there 
had been a case of consumption in it, 
terminating fatally. The youthful wife 
in’ her turn deyeloped tuberculosis. 
Probably, although not certainly, she 
had breathed in-its seeds from the walls 
or the floors of that house, . In another 
twelve months the crape was again tied 
on thé doorbell. 

The bill of which I spoke is designed 
to- prevent repétitions®° of that tragic 
story. Here is the gist of it. 

Section 3. On removal or death boards 
of health shall disinfect or cause to be dis- 
infected houses, offices and rooms which 
have been occupied by consumptives, and 
after the death of a consumptive shall 
disinfect or cause to be disinfected the 
belongings of such person, and an open 
record made of such work. 

That puts tuberculosis where it be- 
longs, beside diptheria, scarlet fever, 
etc.
